WELCOME AUSTRALASIA TO 
THE ARMS PARLEY. 


A cable dispatch from Sydney, Australi, says 
that Lord Northcliffe is urging upon the Aus- 
tralians the importance of being represented on 
the arms limitation conference at Washington, 
even if such representation is not formal and based 
upon a separate invitation from the United States 
government. Lord Northcliffe speaks good sense 
on this subject. 

Australia and New Zealand have an inttinate per- 
sonal interest in the limitation conference, and 


* 


which win be attempted at this meeting. They 
ought to be represented. We say this with full 
consciousness that America and the Americans 
are not generally popular with the Australasians. 
They believe we were late in coming into the war 
and they remember that it was a Japanese fleet, not 
an American fleet, which chased a number of Ger- 
man raiders away from their coasts and into the 
hands of the British cruisers, thereby relieving 
them of serious unpleasantnesses. 7 
But potwithstanding this underlying antipathy 
to the 3 States, the problems of the Austra- 
laslans in the Pacific are very much like our own, 
only more so. Five or six million white people, 
determined to keep their country for the whites 
within three to seven days’ 
journey by sea of one hundred millions or so of 
yellow and brown people who are overcrowded in

Canada is in a somewhat similar position, though 
farther from the seat of oriental power and perhaps 
less attractive to the oriental eye.

England might invite an Aus- 
traliam representative and a Canadian representa- 
If that cannot be 
arranged those countries can send informal 
gations to advise with the British delegations, of 
which they would be morally a part.

um's logical part in so far as we can see is nil. 
Holland, we suppose, gets in through her inter- 
ests in Java. Those interests have’ already paid 
Holland sufficiently large dividends. 

The more interests sitting in the conference the 
more of a debating society and the less of an execu- 
tive meeting it will be. For that reason the coun- 
tries represented should be those with primary, 
not secondary, interest in the subjects under dis- 
cussion—limitation of armaments and settlement 
‘of Pacifie questions and policies. Australia, New 
Zealand and Canada certainly have such primary 
interests. Belgium and Holland have not. 


MR. ROOT DECLINES. 


Elihu Root has declined to be a candidate for 
judge of the international court of justice and, we 
think, Wisely. He has accepted appointment as 
one of the four American representatives to the 
conference for the limitation of armament. It is 
Gesirable to keep that eos as clear as pos- 
sible of all that pertains to the league of nations, 
the treaty of Versailles or any outgrowth of it.

THE BLUE ‘LAW MOVEMENT. 
[Washington Post.] 
There is apparently on foot a well laid and con- 


certed plan for the enactment of Sunday blue laws | 


during the coming fall and winter. In four southern 
states—Alabama, Florida, Louisiana, and Tennessee 
rigid Sunday closing bills are awaiting the reconven- 
ing of the legislatures for discussion and action. The 
Florida measure, which is reported to have the in- 
dorsement of an important new citizen of that state 
in the person of William Jennings Bryan, proposes to 
prohibit the use of electricity and music on Sunday 
except for church and Sunday school services, for the 
private home and for public streets and to close every 
place of amusement and all establishments where soft 
drinks are sold. Unde the terms of the Tennessee 
bill, drafted by Noah W. Cooper, who favors a na- 
tional blue law, ail Sunday trains would be stopped 


The first point of attack, as was the case with pro- 
hibition, is evidently to be the south, and when the 
south is solid, or nearly so, the venue will be changed 


The fihancial condition of the United Charities | 
commands the attention of Chicagoans., The or- 
ganization is laboring under the double burden ot 
greatly increased demands upon its resources and 
decreased revenue with which to meet those 
demands.

. tably inclined may be assured that their gifts are 
not being wasted and are not being lavished upon 
the unworthy. It is essential both for our self- 
respect and for the honor of Chicago that we pro- 

wide assistance for these poor. We cannot allow 
them to starve or freeze in the midst of our com- 
parative plenty. It is necessary, therefore, that 
ordinary citizens, of large means or small. should 
put the item of charity into their family budgets 
and give this money to the United Charities, even 
at some Small sacrifice of a night at the theater 
or a new overcoat for themselves.

Cabinet Bans Extension of 


Dole System.

LONDON, Sept. 13.—The first sitting 
of the cabinet committee on unemploy- 
ment, which was appointed at Inver- 
ness last week, was held at 10 Downing 
street today. The session lasted two 
hours and plans for the immediate re- 
lief of the unemployed were considered. 


It was decided that no extension of 
the dole system, under which approxi- 


mately $160,000,000 has been given out 


without the slightest return, would be 


tolerated. Instead policies were formu- 
lated for starting work of a useful na- 
ture'‘on which the men cen be em- 
ployed. 

Attention was concentrated on car- 
rying out the plan for the construction 
of arterial roads through and around 
London, which was worked out just 
before the war and then pigeonholed. 

To Cost $250,000,000. 

It was estimated then that the whole 
plan, including some new roads north, 
east, and west from London, would cost 
about $250,000,000. It is proposed to 
appeal to the central government for 
a prelimihary grant of $60,000,000 to 


start the work immediately. 


In the meanwhile the unemployed 
throughout the country are getting out 
of hand, demanding work or support 
immediately. The riot yesterday ‘at 
Liverpool was a case in point, although 
it is alleged that the rioting was due 
to police mishandling and would not. 
have occurred under the London sy- 
tem. In a Liverpool police court today 
156 people were charged with unlawful 
and riotous assembly and remanded 
for a week. The leaders were freed on 
$50 bail and the others on $25. 


Unemployment Declines. 

Figures submitted to the cabinet 
committee show a steady decline in 
unemployment in recent months. The 
number who registered as being totally 
unemployed on July 1 was 2,170,0C0; 
July 15, 1,867,000; Aug. 12, $1,687,000; 
Aug. 19, 1,642,000; Aug. 26, 1,573,000; 
Sept. 2, 1,527,000. The number of per- 
sons on short time also has decreased 
in the same proportion, the total on 
Sept. 2 being ut 400, 00. i 

Owing to the prolonged trade depres- 
sion the number who had exhausted 
their insurance benefit of twenty-two 


weeks is 290,000, but under the provi - 


sions of the act they will be entitled to 
a further sixteen weeks from Nov. 2, 
which will ease distress and relieve the 


_ burden of the local authorities.

‘potatoes. All that is necessary then 
for a large individual portion of soup 
is to take some seasoned mashed po- 
tato and add a cup of hot milk to it to 
forting refreshment. If the potatoes 
or boiled all that is necessary is to 
mash one or the other, season it, and 
add the milk. Even a baked sweet po- 
tato may be used for this purpose,
